friend of whom you wrote in your last letter 
who considers that this is a time for domestic 
odds and ends, " ' 

I intend to spend a good many of the 
evenings between this and Christmas, as I 
did last year, at a table by the fire, 
with paste pot, crépe paper, passe partout, 
raffia, and other materials. 

My first job will be the re-covering of any 
treasured books which have got torn. For 
instance, my cherished volume of Baudelaire 


—a ‘‘papér back,” of course, like most 
French publications—deserves a vellum 
binding. 


vellum “(or cloth, or stiff paper, if you prefer 
these for binding). wide enough to project at 
least one inch beyond the edges of the book. 
Then cut two pieces of fairly stiff cardboard 
Secure 
the cardboard stiffening to the vellum with 
paste or a good gum an inch from the edge 
at either end, 
and gum it down neatly, trimming off the 
overlap at each corner. 


Glue Work. 


Leave the loose cover under a good pile 
of books while you proceed with the next 
operation. -Glue-two strips of wide tape 
across the back of the book itself at the top 
and bottom—if it is a heavy “volume better 
use three strips—so that each piece of tape 
comes at least a quarter of the way across 
the back and front. pages. Leave these ends 
free, but glue a strip of coarse muslin or 
canvas down the length of the book-back to 
keep the tapes securely in position. 
Next double a piece of white paper and 
cut out two pieces (with the crease towards 
the back of the volume) the size of the page. 
When the glue on the back has dried you 
are ready for the last operation. Fit the 
loose cover to the book and glue the ends 
of .tape to the inside of the cover at each 
end. Then neatly paste in vour double sheets 
of paper and. leave the book. under a weight 
overnight. 


T itles. 


You can finish off the job next day by add- 
ing a back title, but unless you are good at 
lettering it is best to cut the printed title 
from your discarded cover and paste this 
along the back of your book. You can. of 
course, type a stick-on label, ar, better still, 
get a friend to do the-lettering for you! 
Urépe paper is a great assistance when 
planning decorations for a party or dance. It 
makes very pretty caps and favours, for in- 
stance, quite as fantastic and much less 
flimsy than those you buy ready-made. 
Also, crépe paper pasted on to a backing 
of brown paper may be cut into masks, te 
‘which -you.can add a great deal of expression 
with «fine.paint brush dipped in Indian ink. 
Last year I made a supply of these acces- 
sories for a Christmas party given by a 
small’ girl I know, and they were greeted 
with such*delight: that [am ‘“‘ repeating the 
order.” 


Paver Lanterns. 


Of- course, ‘everybody uses this fascinating 
paper to shade electric lights; but have you 
ever tried the effect of crépe paper lanterns’ 
Take a long strip of thin cardboard and fold 
it four times so that each fold is the size 
required for one side of the lantern. In each 
fold. make a cut-out design, oblong. oval, or 
a mone.complicated pattern if you like. 
Paint thé outside of the cardboard frame in 
some gay colour—I find gold very effective. 
Cover the inside with an even layer of thin 
gum, and apply this te a strip of crépe 
paper, leaving at-the top sufficient margin to 
be gathered on a strong thread above the 
electric bulb, “Then re-fold the framework ta 
to its ecrrect shape, and secure it along the 
free edges hy. stitching, or. with a few small 
paner-fasteners | 
Of course, if you care to have a multi- 
coloured Jantérn, you may ‘paste on ‘séparate 
strips. df paper in various colours. 


For the Children. 


Some of my friends have found that these 
paper creations have another use. If there 
are children who don’t know what to do with 
themselves on a winter’s evening, get them 
to work in this way, and peace will reign 
supreme ! 
One or two little girls I know have even 
had their first dressmaking lessons with this 
material, cutting out clothes for dolls and 
making aprons, skirts, waistcoats and other 
simple paper garmetits for themselves. Norali, 
aged seven, triumphantly manufactured a 
fancy. dress costume with paper, gum, and a 
pair of scissors, 
Pass on this suggestion to any mothers 
amongst your friends and see how they will 
appreciate you !—Yours, :

PARIS, Sunday.

WHEN THE CITY HAD A 


FLEET. 

Once upon -a time-when- men -were- bold, 
when Waterford was one of the first ports 
in Ireland, and when her population- was 
composed of a goodly muster of sons-of the 
sea, she had a fleet of her.own. Her trade 
with Englanthand the Oontiment was: large, 
and the Normans during. their régime in 
Ireland were compelled to man and maintain 
this fleet to protect the trading vessels 
against the depredations of“ the Algerine 
pirates who infested the coasts of England 
and Ireland at that time. 

Second in importance to Waterford as a 
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hide their light any longer under a bushel. 
They know that they have something worth 
while to offer, and pow they are out to get 
the utmost poblicity for their city and her 
advantages, her manufactories and her trade 
facilities. 

“We want,” said Mr. J. V. A. Spencer, 
the President of the Waterford Chamber ot 
Commerce, to an Jrish Times representative, 
‘“‘to create a new spirit of enterprise in the 
city and to inculcate a new vitality. Water- 
ford must get her share and take her part 
in the general industrial revival that 1s 
taking place, but before she can do that 
she must begin at home the work of re 
vitalising her own industries and trade. The 
preliminary step towards the achievement of 
this object was taken recently by the Presi- 
dent and members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, when they conceived the idea of 
organising an industrial exhibition in the 
city. Despite the fact that time was short 
tney got to work, and hayé been gratified by 
the response to their efforts. The applica- 
tions for space have far exceeded the limited 
amount available, and, as a result, many have 
had to be turned down. 

NEW SPIRIT IN THE CITY. 

“The new spirit has manifested itself; for 
the business men of the city have thrown 
themselves wholeheartedly into the good 
work of making the exhibition a success. The 
fact that applicants had to be turned down 
is keenly regretted, but in the future more 
time and a better organisation will avoid 
these disappointments. 

‘Not’ alone -has~ @ prompt co-operation 
been manifested in the city, but all over the 
country. Business men in towns and cities 
bave become interested in the exhibition, 
with the result that we hope,’’ declared Mr. 
Spencer, “ to make this exhibition next year, 
and in future years, not merely an industrial 
exhibition “for Waterford, but an exhibition 
representative of all Ireland. It is not a 
dream; it is a reality. All the essential 
materials for progress lie at our disposal 1p 
our owneity, aud it only remains for us to 
weld thefif into a successful whole. This we 
are going to do.” 

TRADES REPRESENTED. 

The exhibition is being held in the City 
Hall and opens to-morrow. The  fol- 
lowing Waterford industries and trades will 


be represented in it :—Boots, furniture, 
brewer products, sanitary engineering, 
minaeal’ waters, products of the 
Waterford Gas Company, margarine, 
bacon, building, printing, manure, 


nursery gardening, electrical engineering, éx- 
hibits of the work of the technical schools, 
box-making, brick-making, wireless goods, 
builders’ requisites, agricultura]. -préduce, 
bakeries, cobfectionery and cakes, and cattle 
foods, such as flake maize. Ji ‘addition, the 
Waterford Harbour Commissioners-ate arratg- 
ing an exhibit showing the facilities aid 
trade of the port, while there will be a very 
interesting collection of relies. antiques an 
documents of historical interest.

altimore, and between the two a keen and 
deadly rivalry existed. If Waterford had 
her pride, so had Baltimore; for while Water- 
ford was Norman, .Baltimore was Irish, and 
was ruled by the famous seafaring O'Driscoll 
clan. A clash between the two was inevitable, 
and history tells of a famous sea battle, the 
battle of Tramore, in which the fleets of 
these two ports met in a particularly bloody 
encounter, which ended in the decisive defeat 
of O'Driscoll and his fleet. Three of the 
enemy galleys were captured, and to com- 
memorate this victory Waterford added three 
galleys to her coat of arms, on which they 
ure retained to this day.

WHEN TWO CORPORATIONS 
' FOUGHT. 


Waterford’s Mayoralty has not been with- 
out its vicissitudes even in modern times. 
With the advent of the Sinn Fein Corpora- 
tion in Waterford in 1920 and the election 
ef Dr. White, T.D., to the Mayoral chair 
historic changes took place. At the first 
meeting of the new Corpo®ation, Dr. White 

ointed to the Mace on the table and quoted 
omwell’s famous words: “Take that 
bauble away.” He then discarded the 
rrayoral robes of scarlet and ermine, which 
had been in use all through the centuries 
since the inception of the Corporation. He 
also caused the Tricolour to flown from 
the City Hall and from Reginald’s Tower. 

The next step taken by Dr. White was to 
‘ave a mayoral robe of office, in the colours 
of green, white and gold, made for himself. 
He was only about twelve months in 
office, however, when the ‘‘ Black and Tans” 
raided the Council. Chamber during a meet- 
ing of the Corporation, “ held up” the mem- 
bers, took away the green, white and gold 
Mayoral robes, and searched everyone for 
arms. 

After that the Mayor remained without 
robes of office until the present Mayor, Mr. 
Edward Walsh, took office about a year and 
a half ago. Mr. Walsh immediately took 
steps to have new robes of office made, and 
to have the Mace and Sword of State re- 
stored, as well as the municipal flag. 

THE NEW ROSS MACE, 

There is another interesting story consern.- 
ing the old Mace of the Corporation. In 
years gone by there was a bitter dispute be- 
tween the Waterford Corporation and the 
New Ross Corporation as to the control of 
the Waterford Harbour. The New Ross 
““Soverns ’’—Sovern was the ancient title of 
the New Ross Mayor—claimed that the Barrow 
was the natural estuary of Waterford Har 
bour, whereas the Waterford Corporation 
claimed that the Suir was the natural estuary. 

An armed conflict took place between the 
rival Corporations, when blood flowed and a 
victory resulted to the New Ross Corporation, 
who retired with the captured Mace of the 
Waterford body. From that day to the pre- 
sent that old Mace is one of the treasured 
possessions of New Ross. 
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Waterford was the port of disembarkation 
and embarkation for British troops in 
Southern Ireland.

Waterford was the terminus of one of the 
main trunk roads constructed during the 
famine days.

IHISTORY OF THE PORT. 


ORIGIN OF THE HARBOUR 
BOARD. 


The question ot the ownership of Water- 
ford Port has for many centuries gone un- 
answered. The-ancient authority for the 
Port of Waterford was given in the Charter 
of the Liberties of the City of Waterford, 
granted by Charles 1. to the citizens in 
1625-26. To this day the Corporation main- 
tain that they have a claim to the port, 
notwithstanding the fact that: many sut- 
cessive Nationalist Mayors have contested 
the right of Charies 1. to claim the Kingship 
of Ireland, on the principle that he never 
had the right to give or take property in 
Ireland. 

In those days the port consisted of mud 
banks and a few jetties, and a water bailiff 
was appointed to control it; but with the 
years the port grew, and the traders began 
to press the Corporation for the provision of 
better facilities for the loading and unload- 
ing of the vessels. ‘Their efforts, however, 
were unavailing. and eventually the traders 
and merchants formed an assdéciation, which 
they called ‘“‘ The Body’ of Merchants,’ 
making rules and regulations governing 
themselves, and levying. a tax on their mem- 
bers for the provision of the required 
facilities. This body came into existence in 
1786, but in J811 it changed its name to 
that of the Waterford Chamber of Com- 
merce, the forerunners of the present success- 
ful Chamber. 

As the Chamber of Commerce the mer- 
chants promoted in 1815 a Bill in Parliament 
bringing the present Harbour Board into 
existence. By this Act the Commissioners 
were given rights and privileges over the Port 
of Waterford to develop it and extend it. 
The Act, however, did not settle the vexed 
question of ownership, for while, on the one 
hand, it was claimed that the Act merely 
gave certain rights and privileges to the 
Commissioners, and that the real ownership 
was vested in the Corporation, another 
opinion held that it gave full control over 
the port. and harbour to the Commissioners. 

The Ports and Harbours Tribunal set up by 
the Government sat im Waterford last year. 
and it is hoped that in its report that, ques- 
tion will be finally settled. 

In 1816 was seen the first real attempt on 
developing the Port. of Waterford.in accord 
with its importance. <A long line of quays 
and pontoop piers was built extending for a 
mile and a half on one side of the river. In 
1854 the work of deepening the Ford—about 
three miles below the city—was undertaken 
so as to make the river navigable for vessels 
of considerable draft, and to-day this work 
of improving the port facilities is being con- 
tinued by a very progressive and far-sighted 
Board. A new wharf has just been com- 
pieted, the riyer is being deepened . where 
necessary, and the Ford itself is being made 


still deeper.

experienced, the port of Waterford is holding 
its own. Its greatest trade is with Great 
Britain in live-stock and provisions. The 
Commissioners realise that Waterford’s im- 
portance as the third port cf the Free State 
must be maintained, and even increased. As 
far as they are concerned, no stone will be 
left unturned to achieve this object. 

At one time Waterford had a large trade 
with the Newfoundland fishing fleet, which 
used to refit there, as well as at Cork and 
Youghal. Shipbuilding, cooperage and rope- 
making were triving industries, and there was 
trade in pickled pork and pickled beef. 
Pickled poe’ and pickled beef were shipped 
in barrels to the armies in the Peninsular 
wars, to the Fleet, and to the Colonists in 
America. In the earlier part of last century 
dried and salted fish were sent in large 
eargoes to the Levant and to the Latin 
countries, and this trade represented one of 
the best paying industries of the port. About 
this time, too, wheat and grain were grown 
largely in the country, and Waterford ex- 
ported most of the produce of the South-East 
of Ireland. With the repeal of the Corn 
Laws, however, this trade fell off. 

Though in the past centuries there was 
continuous friction ‘between the 
and the Corporation, this has been all 
changed in recent years.

WATERFORD'S MOTTO.

The story of Waterford’s motto is unique 
in the history of Irish cities. 

Following Warbeck’s - Rebellion in” 1492, 
Henry VII. heard of the loyalty of the people 
of Waterford on his behalf, and. exclaimed: 
“Urbs intacta manet Waterfordia,”” “and 
thus gave to the city a motto that it has. 
treasured ever since. Always it stood by the 


} colours of the rightful King of England, and 


once it suffered for its loyalty to King 
Charles II., and was subsequently besieged by 
Cromwell and captured by Iretom. The fact 
that originally there was a considerable 
settlement of the English in the city would 
robably account for the fact that it never 
joined in any rebellion against the “English 
Government. 

From the first days of British rule in 
Ireland that tradition began, for it was 
there, in its famous Reginald’s Tower -that 
Strongbow was married to the daughter of 
Diarmuid MacMurchadha, King of Lemster.

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ENGLISH SPORT INVADES 
FRANCE, 
MARIE ANTOINETTE’S 


ENTHUSIASM. 
a

HE commerce of nations is an 
exchange of more than merchandise 
and manufactures. Eighteenth century 
France, gathering in the harvest of 
official follies, yielded for Europe, and 
for England particularly, a revolution 
whose seeds were everywhere suspected. 
What had France received from England 
in return for exiled authors and wide- 
spread ideas of political regeneration? So 
far as one may judge, the chief, the most 
vopular import, for nobility and populace 
alike, was the sport of horse-racing in 
its characteristically English form. While 
France gave the tone to European 
mariners, she was overcome by a wave of 
Anylomania, and submitted with delight 
to the new esprit sportif from across the 
(hannel. In England at this time arose 
the idea of ‘“sport’’—of competitive 
matches between bare-fisted boxers and 
races between the swiftest horses to be 
found. Horses bred in England had been 
entered on the Stud-book fcr almost a 
century before the foundation of the 
Jockey Club in 1750. Presently this Club, 
absolute sovereign in a country of liberty, 
was issuing from Newmarket, its capital, 
a complete code of Jaws for horse-racing. 
Where England Jed, France soon followed 
in this popular sport. 

On February 25th, 1766, a large 
gathering from Paris came to the 
Plaine des Sablons to witness a “ match ”' 
between the Duke of Lauraguais and Lord 
Forbes, riding their own horses. 
Lauracuais was beaten, but not disgraced ; 
he had interested Paris in the races, It 
is true that there had been before, under 


Louis XIV., similar challenges: allied. to | 


bets. yet without exciting “much 
popularity. Without that thronging of 
Paris people, always ready in the latter 
part of the eighteenth century to rush to 
any novelty, the races would have failed 
for want of the “ atmosphere ” of intense 
excitement produced where the .crowd 
follows eagerly the fortunes of the 
favourite and awaits impatiently the next 
contest. The Duke of Lauraguais had 
horses and trainers at Newmarket, and 
he longed to lead them to victory in 
France. Nevertheless, until the death of 
Louis XV. he had to race them at New- 
market, Ipswich or Spa, instead of at 
Paris, where the Court frowned on the 
sport. 


PASSION FOR RACES. 


The death of the old King afforded an 
opportunity; for the young Court itself 
set the example in the way of new 
customs. From his accession, Louis 
XVI., yielding to Marie 
became an innovator with respect to royal 
policy. They had succumbed, the Queen 
especially, to the influence of Anglomania. 
She was seized from the first with a 
passion for the races. On March 9th, 
1775, she was present at the first great 
meeting organised at the Sablons. This 
was not a match between horsemen, but 
a real race, with jockeys and bets, in 
which the Duc de Lauzun carried the day, 
as he did in another race between his and 
the horses of the Comte d’ Artois, the Duc 
de Chartres and the Marquis de Conflans. 
In this race the horses were French, the 
going very strong, and the betting well 
supported. In 1776 and 1777. the races 
multiplied everywhere. Two eminent 
noblemen, out of patriotic reasons, no 
doubt, agreed for ten years to race only 
French horses in Apr:! and October; but 
others bought the English breed at any 
price—30,000, even 40,000, livres. When 
Glow-Worm beat King Pepin before all 
Paris horse-racing was at its highest 
pitch of prosperity. 

As usual, the princes of the blood set 
the example, the richest and the nobles of 
purest blood following suit. Every sports- 
man had his own colour—the Comte 
d’Artois, apple-green laced with rose; 
the Duc de Chartres, black laced with 
rose; the Duc de Fitz-James, blue and 
chamois, and so on. More than one 
ruined jhimself at the sport. Stables were 
expensive and wagers enormous. The 
bourgeois of Paris also wagered heavily. 
The King saw with anxiety—since he 
was a timid man—his nobility and his 
people risking their money recklessly. 
Coming back from hunting on the day of 
Glow-Worm’s victory, he was asked to 
support his ‘‘fancy,’’ and he gravely put 
on half-a-crown. At Lotto he was more 
adventurous, and they. laughed at him 
secretiy. He wished, however, to set an 
example of moderation and restraint. He 
alwnys feared excess, except occasionally 
in eating—a fault which cost him his 
head, when he lingered too long over the 
chickens set before him on the flight to 
Varennes. 


THE QUEEN’S PLEASURES. 


While Louis loved simplicity and the 
comfortable path of an _ easy-going 
monarch, the Queen always looked out for 
pleasures. The races were altogether a 
novelty for her young and excited nature 
--a round of pleasure unknown in her 
Austrian home. They enabled her to 
escape from the over-burdening, isolated 
pomp of Versailles and to hear the 
cheers of her new subjects. At the 
Satlons there was natural life, movement, 
vigour, and, above all—since she loved a 
little excitement away from the solemn 
ctiquette of the Court—there was betting, 
and, perhaps, something to be won. 

The Austrian Ambassador regarded 
this relaxation of etiquette as unbecoming 
in a (ueen so young. Mercy Argenteau 
Wie a prudent man, sent to watch over 
the qQueen’s new life, or, rather. over the 
Aaetrian interests in the fresh alliance 
wich had given peace to Europe by this 
“trange union of Hapsburg and Bourbon.

Waste Products. 


A noticeable improvement in modern 
industry is the frequency with which what 
were formerly considered waste products 
are turned into valuable assets. The coal- 
gas industry is the most striking example 
of this. No less than three hundred by- 
products are obtained from the distilla- 
tion of coal to produce gas, including 
artificial manures, antiseptics, disinfec- 
tants, dyes, and many photographic, 
medicinal and other chemicals, Bagasse, 
a material remaining when sugar has been 
extracted from the sugar-cane, is now 
made into wall-boards; -furfurol, an 
important industrial chemical, is 
obtained from corn-cobs and .oat-husks; 
motor fuel may be obtained from straw 
and other waste vegetable materials; saw- 
dust is converted into sugar, and 
molasses into glycerine; from scraps of 
piano-wire, e':., tin is recovered, and 
from the waste trimmings of beaded motor 
tyres zinc oxide is produced.

Recitals at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, on 
Saturday afternoon and last night attracted 
large audiences. The object of the recitals 
was to display the productions of the 
Gramophone Company, makers of “His 
Masters Voice” instruments and records. 
Several handsome instruments were on the 
stage, and were used to good effect, the 
models including those which embody the 
“re-entrant’’ device. Mr. Leslie Burgiss, a 
representative of the Gramophone Company, 
conducted the recitals. Besides commending 
the several records to the audierice by his in- 
teresting comments and anecdotes, he demon- 
strated pianoforte accompaniment of recorded 
solos, and also gave a performance which he 
called “A Fantasy: e Dawn, the Storm 
and the Calm.”’ To produce his “ Fantasy’ 
he used a number of records, some of them 
simultaneously. Organ, nightingales’ songs, 
church bells and instrmental selections were 
combined with delightful effect. 

The programme comprised an enjoyable 
selection of records. ost of them repre- 
sented good music, but there was light relief 
in records of Angela Baddeley in a mono- 
logue, and Gracie Fields in characteristi- 
numbers.

YOUNGEST V.C. 


POSTMAN WHO HATES 
PUBLICITY. 


England’s youngest and shyest V.C., Mr, 
Jack Thomas Counter, who lives in a cosily- 
furnished Council house at Sunbury-on- 
Thames, last night made up his mind to 
attend the Prince of Wales’s dinner to 
V.C.’s. He is known in Sunbury as the 
postman V.C. So shy is he that he declined 
to head a procession in Sunbury on Armistice 
Day, but walked to the Service privately, 
wearimg his ribbons, but not his V.C. He 
is uncerlain whether he will be able to get 
to the dinner, because he is on duty that 
evening. : 

Mr. Counter, who was a private in ‘‘ The 
King's” (Liverpool) Regiment, was awarded 
his V.C. in April, 1918, when he was nineteen, 
and he claims to be the youngest V.C. in 
England.

st few weeks regarding. the gby 
football problem in the South of Ireland 
of Sunday play, but ome can only 
characterise’ as ridiculous the suggestion 
that the adoption of the Committee's 
recommendation in this respect may mean 
the secession of the Munster branch from 
the Irish Rugby Football Union. Rugby 
footballers in the Southern province feel 
that they are labouring under certain 
grievances—that they are entitled to 
stronger voice in the control «f the game 
in this country ; that more practical steps 
should be taken by the parent body to 
relieve the ground congestion which has 
increased the difficulties of the clubs; and 
that a provincial side whose forwards were 
superior both to Ulster and Leinster last 
season might reasonably be expected to 
have more than one member selected on 
the international side. 

Despite this, however, they are imbued 
with the true spirit of the game, which 
has in consequence forged ahead by leaps 
and bounds during the past few years, 
and the ineréase in the number of players 
has been accompanied by an all-round 
raising of the standard of play, together 
with a removal of the traditional rough- 
ness of Munster play. Under the circum- 
stances there would not appear to be 
any real danger that the Munster Branch 
will break-away from the Union, and, if 
individual clubs or members do resign, 
their loss would be a gain to Irish Rugby. 


UNWORTHY OF RUGBY. 


When I first called attention to this 
growing evil of Sunday play last season, 
I pointed out that, while extenuating 
circumstances do arise in the case of some 
clubs in small country towns, where the 
difficulties of fielding a team or travelling 
on any other day are sometimes serious 
obstacles. it was not worthy. of the game 
that three junior trial matches, under the 
official auspices of the Munster Branch 
should be decided on successive Sundays. 
Apart from the religious aspect of the 
problem, Sunday play is. lowering to the 
prestige, traditions and discipline of 
Rugby. 

The leading members of the Munster 
Branch realise this, and they are sup- 
ported by the majority of the players in 
prominent clubs; but they have been 
faced by an awkward situation in an area 
where Sunday is the popular day of the 
majority for games. The motion which 
will be considered by the Union seems to 
provide a way out of the difficulty, and 
the banning of gate money, while it may 
force some clubs to the wall. does not 
prevent those genuine lovers of the game 
from playing Rugby on the only day 
which may suit them. 


A LEGAL DIFFICULTY. 


As the largest individual industry in 
the Irish Free State, affording employ- 
ment to close on five thousand workers, 
the presence of the Ford industry in Cork 
is a matter of tremendous importance not 
only to Cork itself, but to the entire 
country. Close on one million pounds 
annually is now being dispensed in wages 
by the firm here, and the beneficial effects 
of this large increased sum in circulation 
are felt in many far-reaching directions 
by the traders of the city. In view of 
this, would the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners be justified in voluntarily waiving 
their legal rights for the purpose of 
executing, free of charge, dredging opera- 
tions entailed in the proposed extension 
to Messrs. Ford’s wharfage accommoda- 
tion? Under an agreement made on their 
behalf in 1917, which is embodied in the 
Cork Improvement Act, the firm is bound 
to pay the cost of this work, plus ten per 
cent. overhead charges, the Commissioners 
being placed in the position of con- 
tractors. 

A large section of the Board is 
inclined to the view that because of the 
recent developments at the factory, 
and the possibilities for future extensions, 
this clause should not be enforced, having 
been entered into when the present 
activities were not anticipated even by the 
most optimistic. On the other hand, the 
dredging operations are in connection 
with wharves reserved solely for the use 
of Messrs. Henry Ford and Sons; and, 
while it is probable that the Board would 
derive increased revenue from the dues on 
vessels berthed at the new wharf in larger 
numbers, it is contended that they would 
not be justified in expending the sum of 
more than one thousand two hundred 
pounds in connection with the private 
property of any individual concern. 

Mr. E. L. Clarke, the managing director 
of the firm, has held out ths prospect of 
further increase in the inward and out- 
ward volume of traffic. Nevertheless, the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners, as a public 
board, do not possess unlimited resources, 
and, apart from the amount involved in 
the initial stages, and the income tax on 
this as a capital expenditure amounting to 
almost two hundred pounds, it must be 
remembered that they would also be com- 
mitted to th» maintenance of this recess 
from the river channel. . 


WATERFORD PORT DEVELOPMENTS. 


Waterford business men cherish a secret 
ambition that the harbour may become the 
premier port in the South of Ireland. 
They do not waste time in glorying in 
the potentialities and natural advantages 


of the River Suir, but, realising the 
intensified competition of the past few | 
years, have set to work quietly in putting | 
into execution several important schemes | 


for the improvement of the port. It ig 
to be feared that Waterford has lage 
behind the times; for not since the yeu, 
1854 has anything been done to develop vr 
improve shippmmg accommodati.: Che 
citizens have now awakened tiom their 
slumbers, amd all the local boards aie 
united in their desire to foster the trade 
of their historic city. This week's Trade 
Exhibition, which is a forerunner of a 
similar event to be organised on a much 
larger.scale next summer, is but one 
indication of the eficrts being made Ly 
the Corporation in co-operation with the 
local Chamber of Commerce. 

In addition to that, we have the nea 
approach of the completion vf the first 
part of the Harbour Commissioners’ im- 
provement programme, and President 
Cosgrave has been invited to perforin the 
opening ceremony of a new jetty, in co! 
nection with which the purchase an 
erection of a twenty-ton electric cra) 
have been undertaken. The date of this 
ceremony, which will take place withi 
the next month. has not been fixed. but ii 
is hoped that Mr. Cosgrave wall be avcou- 
panied by other members of the Executive 
Council. 

It may be also mentioned that the work 
of deepening the grain berth is also near- 
ing completion, and in the near future the 
Commissioners intend to inyite tenders fo, 
the deepening of the ford to provide depti: 
of eighteen feet at low water and thirty- 
two feet at full tide. This Improv men 
would enable coasting vessels to enter the 
port at all stages of the tide. and will 
remove the inconvenience and risk to 
larger vessels that have previously existed 


DERRY’S LESSON TO CORK 


Cork Rotarians, who were 
the recent Irish District Rotary (onference 
at Portrush, greatly appreciate § tl 
hospitality extended to them curing their 
visit to Northern Ireland, and several of 
the delegates have joined in paving tribut: 
to the arrangements made for their ente 
tainment and comfort by their 
members in Ulster. They do not sul 
scribe to the complaint that difficulty was 
experienced in changing Tree State 
coinage inside the Six Counties: and, 
while deploring the necessity for a 
{‘ustoms barrier between the two simall 
States in this country, they did not find 
it unduly vexatious. ‘‘ Free State mone 
was just as good there as on this side of 
the border,” said Mr. F. H, Thompson, 
“and everything possible was done to 
make things pleasant for people from the 
South.”’ 

Kteferring to their visit to Derry, M 
J.O’Sullivan, a prominent member of the 
(‘ork Harbour Board. said that, in the 
Guildhall, Londonderry provided a lesson 
in civic pride that would bring a blush 
of shame to the cheek of a Corkman. 
Twenty-four years ago, he said, the 
Guildhall was burned down; but to-day 
a city, with half the population of Cork, 
had a magnificent building, with stained 
glass windows—a municipal hall, fitted 
with a great organ, that could be hired for 
ls. 6d. per hour. 

In contrast to that, the.city of Cork not 
only laboured under the disability of the 
lack of adequate municipal buildings i» 
place of those destroyed over ten years 
ago, but many of their beautiful buildings 
occupied by public boards, including the 
County Courthouse, were in a disgraceful 
condition. Reference to this necessity for 
a general “spring cleaning ” of public 
property in Cork was made in this column 
some weeks ago, and it is gratifying to 
state that a lead has now been set by the 
Harbour (Commissioners, whose premises 
are now undergoing a complete and much- 
needed transformation.

In view «- the widespread interest in 
the suggestion that an exhibition should be 
promoted in the City of Cork within the 
next few years, it is gratifying to learn 
that the Lord Mayor (Alderman Sean 
French, T.D.) intends to call a conference 
at an early date of those interested in the 
project. This matter has veen allowed to 
lie in abeyznce for almost three years, 
although repeated references .o its import- 
ance have been made from time to time 
by Sir John Scott and Mr. T. CC. Butter- 
field, a former Lord Mayor cf the City, 
and a present member oí the Business 
Party in the Corporation. The Cork 
Harbour (‘ommissioners, the various trade 
bodies and other public organisations have 
already signified their willingness to co- 
operate in t..e promotion of <n exhibition, 
and it is to be hoped that the response 
to the Lord Mayor’s invitation will be 
generous and representative of all shades 
of opinion. 

Such a scheme can provide a valuable 
fillip to the trade of Cork, and it has been 
suggested that the event should be held 
during the year 1932, when the 
Eucharistic Congress will probably be held 
in this country. Thousands of visitors 
from all parts of the world will doubtless 
be in Ireland in connection with this 
religious festival of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and a very large percentage of 
them could be attracted to ‘ork by the 
exhibition. In view of their widespread 
interests, however, one is inclined to 
question the wisdém of confining the ex 
hibition to the products of this country 
These, naturally, should fill a very 
prominent position, particularly in view 
of the industrial developments of the 
country during the past quarter 
century, but the more universal 
appeal is made, the greater are 
chances for success.

CUTS THE CAKE. 


PRESENT FROM 
HOOVER.

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

The Prime Minister is sending a com- 


paratively quiet week-en Two rti- 
cularly welcome incidents mark his 


birthday yesterday. First, the receipt of 
a signed photograph from President 
Hoover in a plain silver frame, and, 
secondly, a message of congratulations 
from Mr, Mackenzie King, the Prime 
Minister of Canada, with whom Mr. 
Macdonald will have a private conference 
on Thursday at Kingsmere, Ottawa. The 
conference will be comparable in many 
respects with the Rapidan talk. 

Yosterday Mr. Churchill visited Mr. 
Macdonald and had an hour’s talk with 
him. He helped to cut the birthday 
cake with its sixty-three candles. 

In the afternoon Mr. Macdonald went 
for a long drive in the country, and in 
the evening the Prime Minister and Miss 
Macdonald were entertained to dinner by 
Sir Joseph and Lady Duveen. Fifty 
guests were present. ; 

MISS ISHBEL SEES U.S. RUGBY. 

Miss Macdonald spent a busy morning 
yesterday, concluding with a broadcast 
appeal to the women of America to do 
their utmost to further the cause of inter- 
national peace and understanding. In 
the afternoon she attended a football 
match. 

In un interview with the Press Associa- 
tion's Special Correspondent, Miss 
Macdonald said that she had thoroughly 
enjoyed the match between the University 
of Columbia and the Wesleyan Univer- 
sity. 

Among the variations from British 
Rugby football witnessed by the Prime 
Minister’s daughter were an imposing 
blue-clad brass band, provided by the 
home (Columbia) team, which paraded 
the ground during: the interval and 
drowned the modest singing of the 
“visitors, an army of groundsmen replacing 
divots, four dozen reserves waiting to 
replace the injured, refreshments hastily 
served to the teams during attention given 
to those not seriously injured, a Mephisto- 
phelean parade of the red-cloaked visiting 
team, four referees, numerous first-aid 
kits prominently displayed on the touch- 
lines, songs and counter-songs and colleye 
cries, and an army of stewards with 
megaphones stirring up the rival crowds 
whenever there was the least chance of a 
moment's silence. All this was obtain- 
able for the modest outlay of two dollars. 

This morning Mr. Macdonald and Miss 
Macdonald leit for a quiet day in the 
country. They will take luncheon and tea 
there, and wil] return here jor dinner. 
They léave at 8.30 to-morrow morning for 
Niagara. 

MR. HOOVER “ LISTENS-IN.”’ 

Yesterday, the Western Union Cable 
Company reported that since the Premier’s 
arrival they alone had handled more than 
125,000 words dealing with his mission 
over the trans-Atlantic cables. 

Among the millions who took advantage 
of the wireless on Friday night to hear the 
Prime Minister's message at the dinner 
given by the Council on Foreign Relations, 
delivered almost extemporaneously, was 
President Hoover. So engrossed was the 
President in hearing the Prime Minister s 
appeal for world peace, the New York 
Times says, that he declined to answer 
a telephone call during the address. When 
he was told that the call was from an in- 
timate friend he answered: “ Tell him I’m 
too busy at the moment.’’ 

Saturday came as a relief to Mr. Mac 
donald, as he turned from the arduous 
labours of the week to celebrate his sixty- 
third birthday. He received between five 
hundred and six hundred messages of con- 
cratulation, but they. poured in so fast 
that the task of opening them 
abandoned at ar early stage. 


NAVAL BASES IN CANADA. 
From Rervrer’s COonresPoNnDENT. 

NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Mr. Macdonald’s impending departure 
for Canada has served to turn the spot- 
light of public interest on the conversa- 
tions which he will have with Mr. 
Mackenzie King, the Canadian Premier, 
at Kingsmere, Ottawa. The general 
opinion is that the conversations will have 
to do with some matter still in negotiation 
between Mr. Hoover and Mr. Macdonald 
which is of interest to Canada. 
The fact that Mr. Macdonald ie ex- 
pected in some quarters to make another 
important  %ronouncement—probably on 
Thursday at the Government dinner at 
Ottawa—before he sails for Englan:i, lends 
colour to this speculation. It was 
mentioned in the newspapers last week 
that during the conversations at Washing- 
ton the matter of the British naval bases 
in Canada and the West Indies came in 
for discussion, and one or two newspapers 
to-day cautiously submit that the main 
consideration at Kingsmere will be the dis- 
mantling of the naval base at Halifax.

EXAMPLE.

BY ARCHBISHOP 


GREGG. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, preaching at 
the Harvest Thanksgiving Service at St. 
Werburgh’s Church, Dublin, yesterday 
morning, began his sermon with a reference 
to the death of the Earl of Meath, of whom 
he spoke as “one of those who inherit high 
position, and whose noble life corresponds 
with their rank.” 

He was. Dr. Gregg continued, a great 
servant of his country and Empire—one whose 
eves were open in every direction to see 
where duty called, where need was felt, or 
where hardship pressed, and to seek to lead 
the way in meeting the demand. He was 
very far from being a sentimentalist. Behind 
the plans he shaped and the organisations he 
sponsored there was always a background of 
solid constructive thinking. That is why he 
was able to gather round him so many 
willing helpers, and also was able to see so 
many of the movements he began achieve 
their objects. It was this practical sense 
which must be the explanation of the fact 
that so many of the societies of a philan- 
thropic kind which he set on foot took such 
firm hold of the public mind. 

In his social endeavours he was supported 
and inspired in the most happy way by the 
Countess of Meath, who died eleven years 
ago. I can well remember how, when Í was 
a boy at schoo! at Bedford the whole school 
of 800 boys was gathered in the Big Hall 
one day to be addressed by both the Earl 
and Countess of Meath on the society they 
had founded for young people, “The 
Ministering Children’s League.” Though 
that occasion belongs to a time something 
more than forty years ago, the impréssion 
made on my mind by the ‘address of Lady 
Meath particularly is still fresh. 

I suppose the movement which will be most 
widely associated with his name is that of 
Empire Day, which he inaugurated thirty-five 
years ago. The promotion of the not less 
well-known London Hospital Saturday Fund 
Committee, which now raises over £100,000 
a year, and later the Dublin Hospital Satur- 
day movement are due to him and to his 
wife. It is bewildering to try to follow the 
list of institutions with which he was con- 
nected as founder and of which not the least 
notable are the Early Closing Association, the 
Metropolitan Public Gardens Association, the 
Lord Roberts Memorial Workshops, and the 
Young Mens Friendly Society, which de- 
veloped into the Church of England’s Men's 
Society. Many of us are familiar with the 
sight of Lord Meath in the Scouts’ uniform. 

Religion was the inspiration. of Lord 
Meath’s life. He was a simple Christian 
believer, through every phase of whose life 
duty to God and to man shone unfailingly 
clear. There can be few men in our time 
who have brought brightness and hope into 
the lives of so many-of their fellowmen. Let 
us thank God for the work and example of 
his devoted life.

Industria] Trusts. 

The latest merger in British industry, 
whereby the great firms of Dorman Long 
and Company and Bolckow, Vaughan and 
Company have joined forces, is one of 
the most important movements of its kind 
since the war. Both firms are engaged in 
the iron, steel and coal trade, with exten- 
sive interests in the Counties of Durham 
and Yorkshire. Their activities are on 
parallel lines, and, as the geographical 
position of the new combine’s interests is 
excellent, with easily accessible supplies 
of fuel and iron ore in the immediate 
neighbourhood, a bright future is pre- 
dicted. . The total capital of the combine 
will be almost £20,000,000, and it is ex- 
pected that in the course of time other 
firms will join the merger, thus concen. 
trating the ‘‘heavy’’ industry of North- 
Eastern England into a single concern. 
In Scotland also efforts are being made 
to reorganise the iron and steel trade, 
which has been languishing since the war. 
In pre-war days the town of Coatbridge 
was one of the most prosperous centres of 
iron and steel in Europe ; new. its. fine } 
blast furnaces are virtually derelict. The 
firm of Beardmore is being placed under 
the control of a new board, of which Mr. 
Frank. Hedges, the wellknown ‘Labour: 
expert, is a member; and it is hoped 
that the infusion of fresh blood into the 
company will result in renewed prosperity. 
In view of the recent reorganisation of 


the firms of. Vickers. and Armstrong 
Whitworth, the new Beardmore plan 
acquires 'addéd importance. ‘‘ Heavy ”’ 


industry in Great Britain is realising at 
last that the old methods cannot survive. 
There was a time when Britain led the 
world in “‘heayy”’ industry ; indeed, she 
had a virtual monopoly in some trades. 
Her plentiful supply of cheap coal, added 
to her ability to import seaborne iron ore 
at a very low cost, gave her an important 
advantage over her competitors ; and in the 
latter half of the nineteenth century she 
established herself in what seemed to be 
an impregnable position, That condition 
of affairs longer Since 
the war the movement of the exchanges 
against certain countries has helped them 
to under-cut British prices, and the 
plethora of ‘reparations coal’’ that has 
poured out of Germany has robbed Great 
Britain of one of her chief privileges. 
France, Belgium and Poland to-day can 
manuiacture steel more cheaply than it 
can be manufactured in Britain. Wages 
are far lower in these countries than they

and production costs 
generally are less. Krupp and Thyssen in 
Germany, Schneider in France, and 
smaller groups in Belgium and Poland, 
have virtually rebuilt their works since the 
war. New and highly expensive blast 
furnaces have been erected ; new presses 
have been installed, and every kind ol 
labour-saving device ‘has been used to 
réduce costs arid to enhance efficiency. As 
a result of this progressive policy, 
which has been ‘accompanied by a 
series of gigantic mergers, prices have 
been ‘‘cut”’ to the bone, and the British | 
manufacturers have found themselves faced 
with the alternatives of reform and ruin.

Free 
coinpetition is the consumer’s only safe- 
guard against high prices, and, if the 
present process continues, a serious condi- 
tion of affairs may arise. In the mean- 
while, however, Britain cannot afford to 
be left behind in the race for trade. She 
must renew her antiquated machinery ; 
she must adapt her industrial methods to 


modern ideas, and, unhappily, as we 
think, she must break with a secular 
tradition. Sentiment has no place in the

THE DELIUS FESTIVAL. 
LONDON ACCLAIMS BLIND 
COMPOSER. 


For nearly ten minutes on Saturday a 
huge audience at the Queen’s Hall, London, 


cheered a little blind and paralysed man, 
whose music had delighted them for two 
hours. 

The stricken composer was Frederick 


Delius, and the occasion was the opening 
concert of the festival of his music. Never 
before in the annals of English music has a 
composer, crippled by illness, won: such 
acclaim in his old age. Delius—-it is not 
disrespectful to speak of him without prefix 
—bowed his sightless head again and again 
as the cheers reached his ears. He raised 
a feeble gloved hand in acknowledgment, 
but the other was clasped firmly by his 
devoted wife, who had brought him from 
his home in France for the festival of his 
music. He could not move from his invalid 
chair; he could not see the dense crowd of 
people, but his keen ears must have detected 
the note of admiration and pride in these re- 
sounding cheers. Surrounded by flowers and 
bouquets brought for Mrs. Delius he sat, a 
pathetic little figure even in the hour of his 
triumph. 
THE COMPOSER'S THANKS. 

Sir Thomas Beecham, the organiser and 
conductor of the festival, acknowledging the 
ovation for Delius, said :-— 

Mr. Delius was overjoyed’ when he re- 
turned, if only for a brief period, to his 
native land, and you can be assured that 
your enthusiasm and appreciation of his music 
to-day has given him great happiness. He 
thanks vou all very heartily indeed. 
Afterwards, when at last the people had 
gone, the blind composer was lifted into his 
bath-chair to be taken back to his hotel.

MR. JUSTICE SHEARMAN 
RESIGNS. 


JUDGE WHO ADJOURNED 
CASE TO GO TO THE 
PICTURES. 
It was ofticially announced on Saturday 
that Sir Montague Shearman had resigned 
his office of Judge of the High Court of 
Justice, King’s Bench Division.. He became 
a judge in April, 1914. 
Mr. Justice Shearman’s retirement is due 
to ill-health. This is the second announce- 
ment of a judge’s resignation to be made in 
two days, and follows closely on that of Mr. 
Justice Astbury, which was made public on 
Friday night. 
Mr. Justice Shearman, who is seventy-two 
years of age, was called to the Bar in 1881 
and appointed a K.C. in 1905 Among the 
famous criminal trials over which he pre- 
sided was that of Bywaters and Mrs. Thomp- 


son at the Old Bailey in for the 
murder, at Ilford, of Mrs. Thompson’s 
husband. Last February he varied the com- 


parative monotony of work on civil cases at 
the Law Courts by adjourning a trial so 
that he could go to the pictures. He went 
to see a private view of a film because, in 
the case he was trying, he had to decide 
whether the story .would make a super-film. 
Unlike some of his brother judges, he never 
pretended judicial ignorance of subjects 
which are common knowledge.. At the same 
time he once modestly said: “I am equally 
desirous of avoiding the opposite error of 
pretending to be omniscient.’ In his earlier 
days he was a leading athlete. At Oxford 
he was in the University Rugby XV. For 
a time he held the hutidred yards and 
quarter-mile amateur championship of Eng- 
land, and he was President of the University 


Athletic Association. 
VISCOUNT BYNG’S TASK. 
RETIREMENT RUMOUR 
DENIED. 


When the attention of Mr. J. R. Clynes, 
the Home Secretary, was called by a Press 
representative to a report in a Sunday paper 
that Viscount Byng, the Commissioner of 
Police, was considering resigning since, in 
his opinion, his task was completed, he said: 
“That is news to me. You will remember 
that shortly after my appointment as Home 
Secretary I had a conference, which was 
reported in the Press, at which it was de- 
cided that Lord Byng should continue in 
office until his task was completed.

LONDON LETTER, 
THE LIBERALS’ AND A 
GENERAL ELECTION.

A few days ago Mr.. Lloyd George 
suggested that there was a possibility that 
the Government might disappear after a 
defeat in the House of Commons, and now 
Sir Charles Hobhouse, the Chairman of 
the National Libera] Federation, expresses 
an opinion that the Government is bound 
to come to an end at an early date. These 
statements are pointers possibly as to the 
intentions of the Liberals during the 
coming sittings. The Government is to be 
warned solemnly that, if it does not do 
exactly what the Liberals want in the 
way of electoral reform, it will be de- 
feated on the first opportunity. This line 
of action, however, is one that is easy to 
discuss, but difficult to put into operation. 
The Liberals cannot defeat the Govern- 
ment without the aid of the Conservatives, 
and it is highly improbable that such 
assistance will be forthcoming in the 
immediate future. It would suit neither 
the Labour nor the Conservative Party to 
force a general election this year; so the 
Liberal Party will have to wait and watch 
the course of events. | 


The Conservative Policy. 


In Conservative circles it is though‘ 
that Mr. Baldwin will not meet the 
members of his party before. the mecting 
of Parliament, when he will have a plan 
to expound as to the policy of the part; 
in the House of Commons while in Opposi- 
tion. Ex-Ministers will be asked to gather 
round them a number of members able to 
advise them on particular subjects, so that 
on the occasion of important debates there 
will be always somebody prepared with 
facts and figures to controvert, if neces- 
sary, statements made by the Government 
speakers. Otherwise the Conservative 
Party does not seem to be provided with 
a more definite policy than that enshrined 
in “safety first,” much to the disappoint- 
ment of many of the younger members, 
anxious that Mr. Baldwin should intro 
duce a programme which will enable them 
to go into the constituencies and make a 
stand against Socialism. In the absence 
of a definite programme it is to be feared 
that there will be further retirements from 
the ranks of the Conservative candidates. 
Quite a number of candidates defeated at 
the last election have decided to drop out 
rather than contest their old seats again 
without a definite programme. 


Miss Bondfield’s Troubles. 


The difficulties. attendant on the un- 
employment question are having a great 
effect on the Labour Ministry: for 
task is becoming increasingly troublesome 
Unemployment has grown since the T.abour 
Party came into power, and the workers 
are now realising that such is the case. 
The demand for the dole is steadily crow 
ing, and the Minister of Labour. instead 
of finding the situation easier. has to re- 
‘cognise that the demands of her denart- 
ment will be enormous. Miss Bondfield is 
placed in an extremely difficult position ; 
for she is finding that it is impossible to 
redeem promises, made so freely by her 
colleagues during the course of the ceneral 
election, since she is prevented by legisla- 
tion from taking action. She may attempt 
to get this altered, and at the same time 
ask for greatly increased grants from the 
public funds, although national insuranc: 
now owes the Treasury many millions. If 
she fails to secure the changes and the 
money she wants, it will cause little 
surprise if Miss Bondfield should decide to 
resign.

An Unemployment Scheme. 


During the last two months the largest 
scheme approved by the Unemployment 
Grants Committee has been one submitted 
by the Middle Level Drainage Commis- 
sioners, the drainage authority, whose 
area is the catchment basin of the River 
Ouse, chiefly in-the County of Huntingdon 
and the Isle of Ely. The whole of the 125 
miles of river in the middle level area is 
now in process of being dredged, and the 
work will continue for several years. 
Coupled with this is the strengthening and 
raising of the barrier, seventeen miles in 
length, and the erection of new pumping 
stations and new sluices at the outfall o/ 
the Ouse at St. Germans. The work 1s 
expected to cost £200,000. 


Civil Service Commission. 


{t is not improbable that. on the Prime 
Minister's return home, additions may be 
made to the members of the Royal Com 
missivn on the Civil Service, powerful 
representations having been made to the 
(,overnment concerning the absence of re- 
presentatives of interests certain to be 
affected by any changes following upon the 
Commission's report. The secondary 
schools are directly concerned with the 
conditions of entry into the Civil Service. 
but these are not represented on the Com- 
mission, and a communication on the 
subject has been addressed to the Govern- 
ment by the Executive Committee of the 
Incorporated Association of Headmasters. 
A similar représentation has been made 
by the Ceuncil of the Institution of Pro- 
fessional Civil Servants. It is pointed out 
by the latter body that no representative 
of science and no representative of fhe 
professions, other than that of acccuntanc:, 
is included on the Commission 


Lloyd's and Aircraft. 


“ Al at Lloyd’s’’ will apply m future to 
aircraft as well as to sleips, and the first 
steps have been taken to bring about such 
a development. In response to represen- 
tations from underwriters and insurance 
interests, a surveyor for aircraft has been 
appointed by the Committee of Lloyd's, 
and authority has been obtained for the 
issue of certificates of airworthiness, sub- 
ject to subsequent confirmation by thie 
Air Ministry. For the present, the 
Ministry thus will control the issue of 
certificates, but it is expected that, later 
on, the whole responsibility for the 
survey of aircraft will be undertaken by 
the aviation department of Lloyd’s, and, 
to facilitate this change, an aviation com- 
mittee is being formed, upon which there 
will be representatives of underwriters, 
constructors and owners of aircraft. 


Wireless on Motor Cars, 


One of the novelties to be shown.at the 
Olympia Motor Show will be a car, the 
equipment of which includes a wireless 
receiving set. Quite a number of 
motorists for some time have carried 
portable wireless sets with them, but this 
will be the first occasion on which wire- 
less apparatus has been designed into a 
car body and not carried upon it. The 
whole apparatus is enclosed neatly, and 
facilities are provided for operating it 
from the driver’s seat by means of con- 
trols on the dashboard. 


Plans for Cheap Aeroplanes. 


Several of the large motor car manu- 
facturing firms are said to be considering 
plans for the production of light aero- 
planes to be sold at low prices, The 
number of pupils undergoing instruction 
in flying at the light aeroplane clubs 
promises well for a considerable extension 
of interest in aviation next year. At the 
flying clubs near London as many as two 
hundred lessons have been given in the 
course of a single week-end, and the 
membership of several of the clubs is 
increasing rapidly. In these cireum- 
stances, it is not surprising that motor 
car manufacturers should be turning an 
eye towards the aireraft industry. The 
aim will be to provide two-seater light 
aeroplanes of simple construction and 
equipped with engines of moderate power, 
to be sold at prices approximate to those

WASHINGTON. Sunday. 

Diseussion here to-day of the Five- 
ower Naval Conference, to be held in 
London next January, is turning more 
and more to the consideration 
principal points. These are :— 

1. The difficulty, admittedly serious to a 
high degree, of reconciling the position of 
France and Italy, one to another, and of 
either, or both, to the United States and 
(real, Britain, and, perhaps, Japan; and 
the desire to find a basis for the alloca- 
tion of sea-power in an extension of the 
present battleship ratio to other classes 
of WAI craft. 

2. The suggestion that either France or 
lialy would be unwilling to conclude a 
naval agreement unless it provided for the 
postponement of its full acceptance until 
a settlement of land and air disarmament 
hy the League of Nations had been 
reached. 

ó, The suggestion that an attempt may 
he made by either France or Italy, or 
both, at London to introduce the question 
of the “ freedom of the seas ’’—to con- 
tend, that is to say, that the negotiation 
of naval limitation should follow, and not 
precede, the conference for the codification 
of sea-law, which Senator Borah desires. 


THE POSSIBILITIES. 

On the first of these points there is 
naturally no more to be said at this time 
than to repeat that the United States 
Government hopes that the informal inter- 
Governmental exchangés which are to take 
place in the next three months may 
remove a great many, if not all, of ihe 
Franco-lItalian obstacles to an accord. 

On the second point it has been possible 
from the first to report that the United 
States—with, it is believed, the support 
of Great Britain and Japan—will insist 
that a naval agreement reached in London 
shall have an existence apart from, and a 
validity independent of,,any possible later 
arrangemicnt as to the faa and air, and 
also that: it «hail pass 
effect. 

There remains, as the third point, the 
situation which might arise with the in- 
troduction of the contentious question of 
the “ freedom of the seas.” 

The attempt to bring the question of 
the freedom of the seas up at London, or 
to secure for it a place upon the agenda 
of the Conference, would, it goes without 
saying, have a certain surface adroitness. 
It might, or it would be assumed that it 
might, enlist the sympathy and support 
of Senator Borah and the group for whoin 
he speaks, who have all along contended, 
and still believe, that naval reduction, so 
lar as its effect upon the relations between 


the great Powers are coneerned, will be 
of little value unless “ sea law ” is first

DEAN INGE ON 
MODERN LICENCE. 


PRINCIPLES OFTEN

Dean Inge, preaching at Cambridge yes- 
terday, in an indictment of this ‘* period 
of licence,’’ said that adultery might be 
the pastime of the idle rich, but the very 
idea of it ought no more to occur to their 
minds than the idea of forging a cheque. 
Periods of puritanism and of licence 
seemed to alternate. We were now in a 
period of licence in which the principles 
which had held society together since a 
time earlier than the dawn of history 
were too often set aside as irrational 
taboos, and yet no nation had ever 
prospered in which family life had not 
been held sacred. ' 

Our imaginative literature was now 
deeply corrupted, and there was nothing 
ms wees for which English- 
men had more reason 
to thank God than 
the purity and whole- 
someness of English 
fiction from Sir 
Walter Scott to 
Anthony Trellope. I+ 
was true that the 
romantic movement 
exaggerated the part 
which sex played in 
a normal human life. 
In the new books the 


element of sex was 
‘Dean InGe. much more exagger- 
ated;, and was de- 


graded to rank sensuality. This was not 
high art, and it was not a true picture of 
human life. It was just commercialised 
literature and prostitution of the intellect. 
Listen, said the Dean, to the instruc- 
tions given by an American editor to his 
authors—‘‘ Here's a man and his wife, 
and another man. Write about them, 
and let the shadow of the bed be on every 
page, but never let the bed appear.” 


CHRISTIANS AND POLITICS. 


The Dean declared that he did not 
think that as Christians they were bound 
to attach themselves to one political party 
rather than another. Historically, it was 
quite untrue that Christ came to preach 
an economic revolution. The Gospel was 
a message of spiritual redemption, not oí 
social reform. He strongly deprecated the 
violent language often used about our in- 
dustrial civilisation, which, with all its 
faults, was so far the highest achievement 
of co-operative effort on a large scale. 

It was not true to say, with an American 
writer, that revolution was the Christian 
business. Such exaggerated language was 
foolish; unjust and mischievous. The 
large majority of business men lived, not 
by robbing their fellows, but by serving 
them. He was convinced that, although 
the Gospel refused to give them any ruling 
about distribution, it had a great deal to 
teach them about consumption. 

He also thought that the importance of 
right spending had been much under- 
estimated by social reformers. If they 
thought more frequently what their money 
was worth in terms of human labour—if 
they rem-mbered that to waste ten shillings 
was to render nugatory a whole honest 
dlavy’s work by somebody or other—a great 
deal of vulgar and selfish expenditure 
would be stopped.

The thirteen vacancies in the Sacred College 
of Cardinals—an unprecedented number in 
recent Vatican history—following the recent 
deaths of the Patriarch of Lisbon, Cardinal 
Mendes Bello, and of the Archbishop of Paris, 
Cardinal Dubois, have caused Pius the 
Eleventh to envisage seriously the necessity 
of naming several new Princes of the Church. 
It is expected that a Consistorv will he called 
by His Holiness in December, and it is likely 
that he will create a large number of new 
Cardinals. 

That the majority of new Cardinals will be 
non-ltalians is the general belief here, because 
of the Pope's wish to prove to the world that 
the conciliation with the Kingdom of Italy is 
not going to put the Roman Catholic Church 
in the subordinate position of a national 
Church 

Despite an increase in the number of foreign 
Cardinals, political circles are not worrying 
about the chances of a foreign Pope being 
elected at the death of Pope Pius. They trust 
to the compactness of the Italian mi~ajorit\ 
of the Sacred College, which stands united 
against the divided factions of other nation- 
alities., 

It is safe to assert that the United States 
will be gratified by the creation of a new 
American Cardinal. Spain’ will have two new 
Cardinals, and it is probable that South 
America will not be left ih the hackground 
on this occasion. The nomination to the 
Cardinalate of the Trimate of Ireland, Arch- 
bishop of Armagh, is, perhaps, the surest pre- 
diction of all. 

The Capuchin monks, who for many years 
have had no representative in the Sacred 
College. will probably be granted a ‘red 
hat ' this time.

GREAT AIRSHIP 
LAUNCHED. 


R101 READY FOR 
VLIGHTY. 


MAY CRUISE OVER 
LONDON TO-DAY. 


- > 


R 101, the Jargest airship in the world, 
was taken irom, her hangar at Cardington 
(Bedfordshire) at dawn last Saturday, and 
moored safely at the tower in the aero- 
drome. 

She is timed to begin her first flight at 
11 o'clock this morning. Late last night 
lí Was stated officially that, should the 
wind be South or South-West, she will 
fly over London. The prospects last night 
were that such a wind will prevail. 

Yesterday the airship was released from 
the tower as a test of correct functioning. 
She rose gracefully to a heizht of 700 feet, 
and then was hauled in and made fast. 


THE LAUNCH. 


There was great excitement at Carding. 
ton Aerodrome in the early hours of 
Saturday morning, when it became known 
that the launch was at last to take place. 
Besides the large staff and the number oí 
visitors admitted to the aerodrome, many 
hundreds of people assembled in the 
neighbourhood to get first sight of R101 as 
she emerged from the hangar. 

It was 5.49 a.m. when the great vessel 
began to move from the shed, and by 7.25 
sne was moored. Some time later Major 
G. H. Scott, tle officer in charge of flying 
operations, telephoned from ‘the airship, 
Saying that she was behaving splendidly, 
and was as steady as a rock. 

Four hundred men and women hung on 
to the ropes by which the airship was 
“walked ” the mile from the shed to the 


mast, and the launch was watched bv 
thousands of people. As the ship 
was made fast, 200 feet in the air. 


water ballast, half a ton at a time, was 
dropped, and many in the watching crowd 
were drenched.” A crew of thirty-five 
officers and men, under the command of 
Flight-Lieutenant H. C. Irwin, had slept 
on board during the night and was.on 
the vessel as it was taken out of the shed. 


INTO THE WIND. 


A wind of. fifteen miles an hour was 
blowing directly into the shed; this was 
a favouring ‘condition. : 

Describing the mooring of the airship 
an eye-witness wrote:—-From the plat- 
form at the top of the tower men climbed 
dizzily up the ladders to the mooring 
arm. Nearer and nearer the big vessel 
moved towards them, and at 7.25 a.m.., 
an hour after her arrival on the mooring 
area, the cone clicked into the receiving 
arm, and the ship was secure. The whole 
operation since the ship began to move 
had taken about nincty minutes. 


CHEERING THRONG. 


Clinging like flies to the arm. three 
men inserted “the heavy locking pins 
which hold the cone tightly. Men and 


women in the mooring area waved their 
hands and cheered, and motor horns 
sounded acelaim. 

There was a constant stream of visitors 
to Cardington aerodrome yesterday to see 
R101 hovering at her mooring mast. A 
police official with twenty years’ experi- 
ence of crowds said that he estimated 
that quite a million people had seen the 
airship in the course of the two days. 


OFFENDING MINISTER, 


Mr. George Lansbury, one of the 
visitors yesterday, drove into Bedford. for 
lunch, leaving his car outside the hotel, 
where, in the opinion. of a police cen- 
stable, it caused obstruction. The con- 
stable spoke to the hotel authorities and 
a waiter inquired in the diningroom if 
anyone had left a car outside. Amid the 
hum of conversation Mr. Lansbury and 
his party did not hear the waiter’s voice, 
and when they went outside Mr. Lans- 
bury was accosted by the indignant 
young constable, who sternly pointed out 
the obstruction and inquired why his 
message had gone unheeded. 

Mr. Lansbury ‘apologised and the officer 
was rapidly making notes when an 
onlooker drew him aside and reyealed Mr. 
Lansbury’s identity. The constable 
spoke to Mr. Lansbury, and the car 


moved away.

TASK BEFORE NEW

In a leading article The Times observes : 
The Labour Party in Australia have won 
a great and decisive victory over Mr. 
Bruee’s coalition of Nationalists and the 
Country Party. The full returns are not 
yet available, but this much is clear. 
‘There can be no mistake about the signi- 
ficance of the figures or about their 
Jjmmediate consequences. They mean that 
the Australian democracy have utterly 
repudiated the policy proposed to them 
by the Prime Minister and have declared 
in favour of the somewhat obscure 
policies of his opponents. 

The composition of the new Cabinet and 
its programme will be awaited at home 
and through the Empire with deep inte- 
rest; for thoughtful men of all schools 
ure conscious of the importance to our 
Commonwealth of Nations of the issucs 
with which it will have to deal. The real 
task which awaits Australia remains the 
same, to whatever party her rulers may 
belong, and all who, with honesty and 
intelligence, seek to lessen its very great 
inherent difficulties must receive the 
sympathy and the approbation of those 
who understand their magnitude and 
their delicacy. 


CONCESSIONS MAY BE NECESSARY. 

It may take some time, adds The Times, 
for the new Ministers to appreciate the 
economic and financial position. which 
they are called by their victory to con- 
sider and to direct. They may have ‘at 
first to make concessions to prejudices 
they no longer share, and to make 
a show of accomplishing election pledges 
which they heartily wish to have been 
unsaid. They may make la partie du feu, 
as. French politicians, who weli know the 
practice, cay. They may undoubtedly do 
mischief, and mischief which will take 
long to undo, in the first weeks or months 
of their power. and apparently the par- 
ticular .mischief, which was the ocvasion 
of the dissolution and of their triumph. 
the mischief of the double jurisdiction of 
the Federal and of the State Courts in 
labour arbitrations, is to go on ur 
remedied. There is some reason also to 
fear that certain promising measures in 
regard to imperial preference and British 
immigration, which Mr. Bruce favouxed, 
may be indefinitely deferred. 

But in the long run it seems unlikely 
that Mr. Bruce’s successors should contem- 
plate any verv desperate or alarming 
policy. and still more unlikely that, if 
they did, the Australian democracy would 
allow them to venture far on such a 
course. . The fact that the Senate remains 
without substantial change may also 
exercise a restraining influence, and we 
have yet to learn of what shades of Labour 
and of Socialism—there are many in 
Australia, as elsewhere—the new Govern- 
ment. will be composed. Whoever may be 
its members, it starts on its career with 
the good wishes from this country, which 
accompany all Governments in the British 
Dominions that represent the ccerstitu- 
tional choice of the people.

Mr. Lemass never saw a field of 
oats in his life. except from a motor car, 
and he would advise him, like Mr. 


Kennedy, to stick to currency and high 
finance and to leave farming alone, It 
was not to-day nor yesterday that the 
price of Trish oats began to fall.

THE MORAL OF IT.

A WORD OF WARNING. 

A word of warning is clearly required on 
the subject of the various rumours which 
have lately gained currency to the effect that 
some dramatic. change is,imminent in British 
policy towards India, remarks The Times 
editorially. Thus it has been stated more 
than once that Mr. Wedgwood Benn is on the 
point of paying a visit to that country so as 
to study the situation for himself, while there 
is further talk of the impending announce- 
nent of a time limit within which India will 
be promised what is nowadays called 
Dominion Status. ; 

All this is to ignore, and to some extent 
to prejudice, the position. of the Statutory 
Commission which is now engaged in 
the closing stages of its  Jabours. 
That body, representing al]. parties in 
Parliament and sent out to India two years 
ago for the purpose Of ififorming ~ Partiament, 


before any constitutional changes can even 
he discussed by those who will be responsible 
for them. 

NOT LIKELY. 

However desirable it may be that every 
Secretary of State should inform himself of 
the situation in India by every means at his 
disposal, it would clearly be the greatest mis- 
take to anticipate the Simon Commission by 
a personal tour at the present moment. 
Certainly, it 1s a mistake which Mr. Benn 
has no intention of committing. And for the 
same reason it may be taken for granted that 
the present Government as a whole have no 
intention whatever of anticipating the Simon 
report by any promise of definite time limits 
for the progress of India towards self- 
Government, 

The. time is coming, no doubt,, when the 
general course of precedure to follow the 
report, procedure that is not in changing the 
Indian Constitution, but in reaching a decision 
about the changes required, will need to be 
defined and elaborated. 

A good deal has happened in India since 
the Commission first undertook its task; m 
particular, the position of the Indian States 
which has been investigated separately by Sir 
Harcourt Butler’s Committee has emergei 
into greater prominence, and. the work of 
these two bodies must somehow be brought 
under review together. A good deal has 
happened in England also; but it would be 
quite unfair to the present Government tv 
assume that they contemplate any drastic 
reversal of the. policy of patient and sym- 
pathetic investigation which has hitherto been 
followed with complete unanimity by all 
parties in the country altke.

weakened ‘bV the abrogation of naval power. 
When all ihe consequences and implications of 


simply bring down the price of Indian 
meal, and that was all. . 

Quite recently the President and him- 
self met representatives of a body that

Association, and they made a _ proposal 
that all the maize and Indian meal coming 
into the country shoulc be mixed with 
fifteen per cent. of either oats or barley 
or wheat, and they proposed that that 
should be carried out compulsorily by law. 
The representatives admitted that on the 
1928 figures, if the proposa! wa: carried 
into operation it would not improve the 
farmer who ->ld his oats unless the farmer 
who bought -ndian meal was ready to pay 
a higher price for what he bought. 

“ We,” said Mr. Hogan, ‘Jo not stand 
for increasing the price that the farmer 
must vay..for his raw material food- 
“sttifis. The people who buy foodstuffs are 
the farmers themselves, and is it an ad- 
vantage to them to increase the price of 
foodstufis? There is only one answer to 
that: it is no advantage.”’ 


IMPORTANCE OF ENGLAND. 


Continuing, Mr. Hogan said that they 
had only one market for their big surplus 
of cattle and produce, and that was Eng- 
land. No legislation that either the Free 
State or a Republic could pass would 
increase the price that they were getting 
for these exports, but it was a good thing 
that they hac England to buy from them 
at world prices. Their policy was to keep 
down the cost of production; to make 
their raw :naterials as cheap as possible. 
What was the polic, of Fianna Fail” 
They wanted to increase the cost of pro- 
duction. The Government would not 
stand for that. 

They were told there last Sunday that 
the only way to make farmers prosperous. 
was ‘protection. What did protection 
mean? It meant putting a tax on im- 
ports, so that the Irish farmer would be 
secure 1n ‘the home market.

All this talk about protection of the 
Irish farmers was simply an attempt to 
deceive them, and if the Fianna Fail 
Party came into power to-morrow they

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE. 


THE CHANGES IN WORLD 
POLITICS. 


President Cosgrave was received with 
cheers. He expressed his thanks for the 
addresses presented to him, and said that 
great changes had come over world politics 
in. the last ten years. Formerly great 
armaments, immense battleships, huge 
armies were Jooked upon as the main 
considerations in most States. To-day the 
workshop, the field, and the office were 
the "principal items which went to make 
up a great nation. First, there was the 
development of industry. They in Ireland 
had’ started’ in the industrial race long 
behind other nations. The Minister for 
Agriculture was endeavouring to improve 
the conditions of agriculture in this 
country, and, with the aid of the farmers, 
his efforts were beginning to make them- 
selves felt. 

It was not by legislation alone that they 
could bring about prosperity. There must 
be constant attention to business, with 
occasional legislation. No person belong- 
ing to any party could accuse the Govern- 
ment of doing popular things, but during 
the past,;seyen ‘years they had worked hard 
at the*réorganisation of the entire State. 
They hall endeavoured to limit costs in 
every way possible, to eliminate waste, to 
get the best attention to work in the best 
interests of the country, and to attend, 
so fargas possible, to all the social problems 
that feeded attention. 

Hata. work, lessening of costs, greater 
output, ia real effort to appreciate the 
difficulties of the nation, and a deter- 
mination to be in the forefront in national 
endea¥your—these were the things that 
would.go to make the country a great 
count#¥, ‘and not talk from election plat- 
forms, ' 


“ THE LAND ANNUITIES, 


Fouf “years “ago Fianna Fail had as its; 


policy against. the Government the repudia- 
tion of the National Loan. A couple of 
years afterwards their policy was the removal 
of the oath; These policies were abandoned, 
and now they had turned to the repudiation 
of land anmuities, a policy started by Colonel 
Moore, of the recommendation of a gentle- 
man named Peader O'Donnell, who thought 
thet the Government would have to use 
an army to collect the annuities, and so 


wouldgnake themselves unpopular. 
Thefe was one aspect of. this problem 
that must. not he forgotten. Most of the 


land Was bought. between 1903 and 1909, so 
over taventy years’ purchase had been paid. 
It was well for the annuitants to remember 
that one-third of their liability was paid, and 
that it would be safer to rely on discharging 
the other two thirds than on the promises of 
a, political party. No country in the world 
had eseaped liability for the payment of the 
Great War ‘except the Free State, and that 
was secured by the present administration. 
In addition, there. was coming into the 
country’ #1 war pensions a sum im excess of 
two millions 

“We have made peace with the British 
nation und the British people.”” he added. 
“They have acted up to their undertakings. 
They have kept their. good faith with us, and 
we have kept onr good faith with them. 
They can claim before the world that they 
have kept their word im spirit. and letter 
since the Treaty was signed, and they, have 
kept the spirit 6f the British Commonwealth 
of Nations.” ¢ 

Continuing. ,Mr. Cosgrave said that they 
were told that, if Mr. Biytho, had a partiéle 
of the courage that Mr. Snowden had shown 
at The. Hague..they would. be able to get 
more from tire British Government: But was 
Mr. Snowden: going to make a hard bargain 
at The Hague to hand the results over to this 
country’? The land of Ireland had been beid 
by the landlords; the people of Ireland agreed 
to purchase it, and the British Government 
agreed to find the money by issuing stock. 
In order to pay the interest and sinking fund 
on money which was lent, four millions a 
year was reqtired. . Ail that the farmers haa 
to pay was three millions, and of the re- 
mainder the Government here paid £134,500 
and the British Government paid the rest. 

THE OPPOSITION. 

His complaint against the Opposition was 
that they had such poor material as an 
Opposition, and it was not creditable to the 
country that an Opposition should . produce 
such poor material.

COUNTY CRICKETER 
KILLED. 


DRIVER OF CAR INJURED. 


Mr. Eustace.Lawrie Squance, a well- 
known Sunderland man and Durham 
County cricketer, was killed, and Dr. 
Norman H. Watson, of Hebburn-on-Tyne, 
seriously injured in a motor accident near 
Durham last night. Dr. Watson was 
driving the car, which collided with a 
Northern motor ’bus. The car was badly 
smashed, and Mr. Squance was killed out- 
right.

PILLION RIDER’S SKULL 
FRACTURED. 


Noah Stacey, a labourer, aged 20, of 
Slyfield Green, Stoke, Surrey, was killed 
at the junction of two roads at Stringer 
Common, near Guildford, while motor 
cycling late on Saturday night. Edward 
Cecil White, of Sutton Green, who was 
riding pillion, was taken to Guildford 
Hospital in a serious condition, suffering 
from a fractured skull. 

The motor cycle crashed into an iron 
finger-post, breaking it imto three pieces, 
and then knocked over a pillar box weigh- 
ing over a ton. Stacey was found dead 
astride his machine, with his héád against 
the pillar box. 


MOTOR CYCLE CRASHES 
THROUGH HEDGE. 


Two young motor cyclists—Claud John- 
son, of Hillside, Fordham, Cambridge, 
and his pillion passenger, Frederick 
William Munns—who crashed through a 
hedge at the foot of a hill at Stetchworth 
Cross-roads at midnight on Saturday, were 
not found until six hours after the acci- 
dent.

THE REPORT. 

In a report on the subject issued «Oo 
special committee of the Royal Dublin 
Society it is pointed out that the total space 
available in all halls at the show is 25,300 
square feet. A space of 16,265 square feet 
has been applied for by IE AS stand- 
holders, and it is improbable, the report 
adds, that the exhibits required to fill the 
balance (9,035 square feet) and make the 
Horse Show trade display up to its usual 
standard, would be forthcoming from further 
Irish applicants. In this connection, the 
report adds that the present important trade 
displays at both the Spring Show and at the 
Horse Show had been secured over a period 
of ten years. , : 
A successful trade display ‘associated with 
an annual exhibition would require several 
years of careful building up, and if the con- 
tinuance was once broken the previous 
standard could not again immediately be 
obtained. 
The Committee, after very careful considera- 
tion, were of the opinion that the time was 
not yet opportune for the country to consider 
the holding of an Irish Industrial Exhibition, 
Such -an exhibition would have to te a suc- 
cess, not only from a finacial standpoint, 
but what was much more to be desired a 
success, as far as the furtherance of Irish 
trade in general was concerned. 

AONACH TAILTEANN ATTITUDE. 
The Secretary to the “Tailteann Council, 
Mrs. C. Gifford Wilsen, in a statement, in- 
timates that the decision of the Royal Dublin 
Society not to hold the exhibition has been 
teceived with amazement by the Tailteann 
Council. The statement continues :—'' Con- 
sidering that the first intimation of the pro- 
ject was sent to manufacturers only at the 
end of June last, and that the Royal Dulin 
Society made their decision on the result of 
replies received: up to August 31, the Tail- 
teann Council feel that would-be exhibitors 
have not been given a fair opportunity to 
make up their minds on a matter of such im- 
portance.” 
The Tailteann Council, it ia added, felt sure 
that the manufacturers of Ireland would not 
let the matter drop so easily, but that the 
weight óf public opinion would cause the 
Royal Dublin Society to reconsider their de- 
cision, especially in view of their own by- 
laws, which placed mannfacturers second only 
to agriculture.

HOUSING CONDITIONS 
IN BALLINA.

300 HOUSES UNFIT FOR 
HUMAN HABITATION. 


At a special meeting of Ballina Urban 
District Council a report was submitted on 
housing conditions in the town by the Town 
Surveyor. 
Three hundred of the 995 houses in the 
town, according to the Surveyor, are unfit 
for human habitation. Ninety houses have 
no sanitary accommodation. Poor people 
have to pay 1s, 6d. to 5s. a week for hovels 
only fit for housing cattle. No attempt was 
made to Mu out the rain, and walls, roofs, 
windows and everything in connection with 
the houses are rotten. 
There are fifty-two one-roomed houses in 
the town, oceupied by 218 people, and eighty 
houses of two rooms each, which shelter 540 
people. 

COUNCIL NOT RESPONSIBLE. 
The Chairman said the Council should not 
be held responsible for the administration of 
the Public Health Acts unless the Govern- 
ment moved in the matter of nousing. 
It was- decided to send the Surveyor’s 
report to the Local Government Department 
and to bring the matter under the notice of 
the members of the Dail, with a view to 
making the housing - problem a national 
question.

RUSSIAN EXILES ACCEPT 
NEW STORY. 


GRAND DUCHESS 
SCEPTICAL. 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
COPENHAGEN, Sunday. 

Russian Monarchist emigrés at Cupenhagen 
are celebrating “ Moleben,’’ which is a Rus 
sian word meaning “life Masses,”’ for the 
former Russian Tsar. They have hitherto 
beueved that the Tsar was killed by the 
Red Guards in Ekaterinberg, but new tidings 
have, given them hope which is being ex- 
wessed in Services for the living, instead of 

asses for the dead. 

The Russian exiles here now say that of 
the Russian Royai Family only the Tsar's 
son, the Grand Duke Alexis, is dead. He 
died in February, 1922, from kidney trouble 
and consumption. This is what the President 
of the Copenhagen Branch of the Inter- 
national Russian Monarchist Organisation, 
Miujor A. Brandt, has reported to the Grand 
Duchess Olga, the Tsar’s sister, who is living 
in exile here. 

Major Brandt visited the Grand Duchess 
a few days ago and asked her to write to 
the ‘sar a letter to be forwarded to him 
through his former private secretary, an 
Amercan, named Johnson, who is at present 
in Berlin. 

Johnson and Major Brandt were both 
believed to have been killed together with 
the Tsar and his family, but they turned up 
recentiy in Berlin on a secret visit to the 
Monarchist organisation. 

MYSTERIOUS MR. JOHNSON, 

Mr. Jonnson refuses to reveal the Tsar’s 
present situation, but he has persuaded 
Serge} Betchejev, a prominent member of 
Berlin's Russian emigrant colony, to edit and 
distribute sensational pamphlets to Russian 
Monarchists throughout the. world, stating 
that the Tsar’s entire family is +live, with 
the exception of the Grand Duke Alexis. 
According to reports here Mr. Johnson’s story 
is that faithful soldiers released the Tsar's 
family, and killed the Red Guards, whose 
bodies. were passed off as those of the dead 
Tsar and his family. 

The Grand Duchess Olga refuses to believe 
this new version of the Tsar's salvation, and 
asserts that the mysterious “ Mr. Jchnson,”’ 
of Berlin, is an impostor, 

Major Brandt has left for Berlin for a 
secret conference with Serge} Betchejev and 
Johnson, and during his absence Russian 
Monarchists here have indicated their belief 
in his story by celebrating ‘‘ Moleben’’ for 
the Tsar, whom they expect to lead the way 
in a triumphal return to Russia.

The Turkish battle-cruiser Yawuz Sultan 
Selim, formerly the Goeben of early war- 
time fame, which has been undergoing 
repairs at Ismid, was yesterday success- 
fully launched. The Turkish Fleet now 
includes, in addition to the Yawuz Sultan 
Selim, two cruisers, two destroyers, three 
torpedo-boats, and two submarines. Most 
of these units are of an old type of con- 
struction. It is understood, however, that 
Turkey has recently ordered from the 
Italian shipyards two torpedo-boats, two 
submarines and several gunboats. 

[ NOTE.—The Goeben was laid down in 
April, 1909, at Hamburg. With the 
Breslau, this battle-cruiser escaped from 
Messina to Constantinople in the first 
days of the war, and was nominally trans- 
ferred to the Turkish Navy as the Sultan 
Selim, the Breslau—since sunk—becoming 
the pseudo-Turkish Midellu. “On No 
vember 18th, 1914, the Goeben fought an 
indecisive action with three Russian pre- 
Dreadnoughts. During this action the 
Goeben was heavily injured by a double 
mine explosion. It took three months to 
effect «repairs at Constantinople... The 
Goeben appears to have been again mined 
on another date during 1915 or 1916. 
During 1917 she was again injured by 
bombs dropped from a British Handley- 
Page aeroplane during a raid on Con- 
stantinople. 

In January, 1918, the Goeben and the 
Breslau sank the British monitors Raglan 


and M.28 at Imbros. Joth ships were 
mined. ‘The Breslau sank and the Goeben 
was beached near Nagar Point. where she 
was repeatedly attacked bv bombing 
‘planes. An unsuccessful attempt was 


also made by submarines against her. The 
Goeben has probably had more narrow 
escapes from destruction than any other 
Dreadnought or battle-cruiser in existence. ]

MR. O'CONNELL, T.D., AT 

CORK MEETING. 
Mr. E. Fitzgerald, President of the Cork 
Branch of the Irish Labour Party, presided at 
a public meeting in the Labour interests in 
Cork yesterday, Mr. 1. J: Murphy, T.D. 
Mr. R. 8. Anthony, T.D., Senator J. T 
O'Farrell, Mr. Geo. Nason, President, Cork 
Workers’ Council, and Mr. George Duncan 
being among those present. The principal 
speaker was the leader of the Labour Party 
in the Dail, Mr. T. J. O’Connell, T.D., who, 
after complimenting the local deputy, Mr. 
R. 8. Anthony, on his work in the Dail, 
referred to the praise given the English 
Labour movement, not because of its per- 
sonnel, but because of the message of 
Labour’s policy—because, in fact, of Labour’s 
principles. They had been told last week by 
one of the Irish Ministers that Europe was 
turning more and more. towards Labour prin- 
ciples. That foreshadowed the growth of a 
new social order, in-which personal, class and 
national hatreds would give way to the spirit 
of peace and co-operation. He referred to the 
need in Ireland of attention to such matters 
as unemployment, immigration, housing, and 
the eare of the aged poor and widows and 
orphans. 
Continuing, he said that they believed in 
an ordered community, so organised as to 
develop and control production and the dis- 
tribution of wealth, so as to see that every 
citizen who rendered honest service got a 
decent livelihood. 
They declared definitely for the Treaty, he 
added, and were prepared to accept the pre- 
sent status as the minimum, and to use the 
freedom it conferred to the fullest extent; 
also working for the development of im- 
proved relations with Britain. 
Concluding, he said that Labour made no 
class or sectional appeal. Its message was 
for all. :

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GOVERNMENT POLICY 
CRITICISED.

Addressing a meeting at Chesterton, Staf- 
fordshire, yesterday, Mr. A. J. Cook said 
that the country had been flooded with 
appeals, declarations and sentiment for a new 
spirit in industry—for a spirit of co-operation 
and good-will. . 

‘The false and hypoeritical nature of those 
appeals is apparent,’ he said, ‘‘ when the 

ritish coal-owners within a few weeks of 
the termination of important agreements with 
the mining industry refuse to meet the re- 
presentatives of the miners to discuss a wages 
agreement on a national basis. The public 


owners desire another crisis. | 

“ They have made all the talk and pre- 
tensions to ‘ peace and industry’ a mockery 
and a sham. While the miners do not desire 
war, and ardently want a peaceful solution 
of the present impasse, they cannot, and will 
not, consent to peace at any price. Neither 
the public nor the Labour Government—who 
both know the type of employers the miners 
have to deal with—will lightly forgive the 
coal-owners if their obstinacy results in 
another stoppage, nor will they allow the mine- 
workers to have their conditions lowered 
again. I believe that we have the nation 
behind us in our demands for a national 
agreement and a reasonable standard of living 
for the mine-workers. 

“This is fraught. with great. and far- 
reaching consequences. The owners want war; 
the miners desire peace. Who will decide 
the issue? Next Wednesday the owners and 
the miners will meet thé Government sepa- 
rately; let up hope that reason will prevail. 


look upon all our appeals to them as a sign 
of weakness; but nothing could be further 
from the truth. Let the owners beware that 
their short-sighted attitude does not again 
raise the comtetins spirit of the miners to a 
degree when it can no longer be controlled. 
There is a growing restlessness in the coal- 
fields at the owners’ stupid attitude, and at 
the delay of the Government in placing before 
us definite proposals for dealing with the 
situation in the industry. 
THE GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 

“The Government has not taken the 
Féderation into its confidence enough, and 
many of the best thinkers and leaders in our 
mining movement are getting very impatient. 
The whole country now expects the Govern- 
ment to deal with the mining problem and 
make known its position. Unless it faces. up 
to its responsibilities the eofisequénces will be 
serious. Unemployment, reorganisation, hours, 
.minimum wages, pensions and a national 
agreement must be dealt with. The Govern- 
ment must deal courageously, constructively 
and speedily with the whole problem, taking 
not a short, but a long and comprehensive 
view of the whole position. 

** Further, they must take the Federation 
into their confidence more, give it its rightful 
place in any legislative proposals, and seek 
its advice and assistance more, instead of 
running to the owners at every opportunity. 
We want to help our colleagues in the 
Government, but they must not be so 
timorous and easily influenced hy the owners’ 
point of view. If there is a crisis at the end 
of this year it will not be the fault of the 
miners’ leaders. They have done everything 
that is humanly possible to prevent it; but, 
whatever happens, the miners will not consent 
ta a continuance of their present miserable 
conditions.’’

TELEPHONE SERVICES IN 
FREE STATE. 


DUBLIN ASKS FOR MORE 


AUTOMATICS. 


Recent figures dealing with the telephone 
service in the Irish Free State show that 
in 1922, 104 exchanges and 652 call-offices 
were in operation. Local calls numbered 
10,000,000 and trunk calls 77,700. By the 
close of 1928 there were 678 exchanges and 
1,165 call-offices in operation, while the 
nu«iber of local calls ,had<grewn to 19,265,000, 
and the number of trunk calls to 177,450. 
Dublin has now 5,000 automatic telephones 
in use, and arrangements have been made 
by the Post Office to have 6,175 installed, 
wiih 5,575 extensions, in the course of the 
next few months. This increase in auto- 
matic telephones was decided on after sub- 
scribers with a lengthy experience of the 
system had been consulted as to whether the 
whole of Dublin should be turned over to 
automatic working. Sixty per cent. voted, 
and of these ninety per cent. were in favour. 
in 1925 there was only one trunk circuit 
to Cork; new there are three. 

The telephone service to Fngland has 
doubled, and about fifteen calls are now 
put through between Dublin and Liverpool 
or London in a normaliy busy hour.

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SUCCESSFUL ON LEGAL ISSUE. 


Because a Ford lorry used for conveying 
potatoes and farm produce is not legally an 
agricultural implement, Patrick McDonagh 
and Coleman McDonagh, junior, brothers, of 
Quay street, Galway, were successful in an 
action at Galway Circuit Court against De- 
tective Sergeant George Lawlor, Galway, for 
damages, each for false imprisonment on 
March 16 and 17 of this year The action 
was a sequel to the destruction on March 13 
this year of a motor car and lorry belonging 
to Messrs. MeGivern and Company, potato 
factors, Galway, by the insertion of emery 
powder in the engines. 
The plaintiffs and other members of the 
McDonagh family were arrested in connec- 
tion with the crime, and the plaintiff, Cole- 
man, junior, was sent for trial, and was 
charged with damaging an agricultural in- 
strument. He was found not guilty. During 
the criminal proceedings Judge Wyse Power 
held that a Ford lorry is not an agriculiural 
implement, and it was on this point that the 
action turned. The two plaintiffs had been 
taken to Galway Barracks by Sergeant 
Lawlor’s orders, and kept for about fourteen 
hours. He had no warrant, but at the time 
the sergeant considered that a felony had 
been committed, and had he been correct in 
this view he would have been justified in 
detaining the plaintiffs without a warrant. 
MISDEMEANOUR NOT A CRIME. 
In‘giving his decision, Judge Wyse Power 
said that on the legal issue the plaintiffs were 
entitled to succeed because the crime they 
were alleged to have committed was a mis- 
demeanour. His lordship was satisfied that 
the defendant had been an efficient officer 
and not over-zealous in his duty, and the 
plaintiffs in evidence had, his lordship said, 
told many untruths. On the legal issue they 
were entitled to succeed, and he awarded 
each plaintiff £1 and 10s. expenses.

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VIRTUE OF CHARITY. 


APPEAL FOR THE MAGDALEN 
ASYLUM. 

Describing it as “a great Catholic institu- 
tion,’ the Rev. Joachim O'Sullivan, O.P., 
delivered an eloquent sermon in aid of the 
Magdalen Asylum, Gloucester street, Dublin, 
in the Church of Saviour, Dominick 
street, Dublin, yesterday. Charity alone, 
said St. Paul, was the ultimate test of 
spiritual merit, efficiency and sanctity im the 
eyes of God. At occasion otf practising the 
vittue of charity was given to the congrega- 
tion that day through the exercise of alms- 
deeds. Sometimes people were to be found 
who, it was to be feared, gave primarily for 
the sake of good name or for added public 
prestige and popularity. Such motives, said 
the preacher, were not in consonance with 
the spirit of the teaching of Christ; they 
vitiated what might otherwise be good acts, 
and reduced generous benefactions to a com- 
mercial basis. Corporal or material or 
monetary alms-giving was not a complete test 
of their charity; for. as in these times, the 
poorer quarters of their city, the districts 
surrounding, as a rule, their bigger churches, 
knew only too well the many privations con- 
sequent on unemployment. The poor could 
not be expected to do what for them was 
impossible. Corporal alms-giving was a test

of the charity of those who had worldly 
means. Charity prescribed that they went to 
the assistance of their neighbour according 
as his needs demanded and their means 
allowed. The truth was that, though they 
had certain rights over their means, they were 
not their own entirely. Those who had

of them with the view of bettering their neigh- 
bour.

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HOME-GROWN BARLEY 
AND OATS. 
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OUTLAY ON IMPORTED 
MAIZE. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
heve issued a new leaflet dealing with the use 
of home-preduced grain for the feeding of 
farm animais. The purpose of the leaflet is to 
call the attention of farmers and stock-feeders 
to the verv 'arge outlay,amounting to upwards 
of £4,000,000, which is being incnrred 
annually by this country in the purchase of 


imported maize and maize products, the bulk 
of which are used for stock-feeding, and to 
suggest how a very considerable proportion of 
this expenditure can be avoided, while 
ensuring, at the same time, the more economtc 
utilisation of the grain available on farms in 
the Irish Free State. 

HOME-GROWN BARLEY AND OATS. 

The leaflet shows that home-grown barley 
and oats, if fed in suitable proportions, can 
be used with excellent results in the fatten- 
ing of pigs, in the feeding of dairy cows, the 
fattening of cattle, and in the feeding of 
poultry. It also stresses the value of crushed 
Oats as a food for calves in comparison with 
the more expensive foods frequently used.

SEQUEL TO A WELSH 
EISTEDDFOD., 
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ALLEGED MANSLAUGHTER OF 
OF A GYPSY. 

Five Burry Port men—Haydn Erasmus, 
single; Thomas Davis, widower; Richard 
Philip Thomas, married; Philip Davis, 
single, and Fred Williams, single—on Satur- 
day last were charged at Lianelly Police 
Court, with the manslaughter of Tom Evans, 
aged fifty-five, a gipsy. 

Mr. T. R. Ludford, for the prosecution, 
said that the charge arose from a regrettable 
incident in the village of Pembrey on the 
night of August 31, when an eisteddfod was 
held. A crowd of people came into conflict 
with five or six gipsies on the village square, 
after the closing of the public-houses and 
then there was a fatal fight near the gipsy 
encampment, Evans being knocked down by 
a man with a formidable piece of wood, 
wrenched off a garden fence. 

The prosecution, continued Mr. Ludford, 
did not pick out any. one of the defendants 
as being the man who struck the fatal blow, 
but they maintained that if the five men were 
acting together for an unlawful purpose, al! 
were liable, no matter which one struck the 
blow. 

Walter Lewis a Llanelly Rugby footballer, 
described the t on the square, and said 
that there was a lot of broken glass shout, 
The gipsies were brandishing flagon bottles, 
and challenging the crowd. Tom Davis, one 
of the defendants, was in the crowd, bnt the 
other four were not there. Afterwards, 
when the crowd followed the gipsies, Philip 
Davis, Williams, and Erasmus joined the 
crowd from the eisteddfod.

As was 
generally predicted, the high prices ruling 
for sll descriptions has ed the demand, 
and there is no doubt that the strength of 
recent weeks has apperently passed its 
zenith and a reactionary feeling is now 
manifesting itself. The egg market is ex- 
ceptionally strong and the unstamped 
varieties—viz., English new laid and 
Northern Ireland—are almost unobtainable 
in any quantity, and prices are nominal in 
consequence. This pe is reflected in 
both the Irish. Free State and other stamped 
descriptions. It would appear that a full 
clearance of: all accumulated § stocks of 
various kinds of continental eggs seem to 
have been effected and an active budiness is 
now reported.. Some shipments of South 
African and Argentine eggs have arrived 
in this country and have met a ready sale. 
There is no doubt that the cool rainy weather 
is having a marked effect on egg production. 
According to a well-known provision firm 
there have been very few features of interest 
in the trade during the vear ended June 
30th last. Apart from a short period at the 
end of 1928, when a general scarcify of 
butter seemed inevitable, and some of the 
larger operators created a stir by buying 
heavily ahead, a spirit of tifelessness ruled 
both in the butter and cheese markets 
throughout the whole year. With supplies 
constantly just a little ahead of the demand, 
sellers were always anxious to sell, but buyers 
remained shy. As it turned out, the caution 
displayed by most of the buyers was amply 
justified, because at no time was there any- 
thing approaching a shortage of butter or 
cheese, and those people who covered their 
requirements in advance mostly lost money 
by doing so. Having regard, however, to the 
slow recovery of trade cenerally, it is satis- 
factory to note that the consumption of butter 
and cheese in this country continues to ex- 
pand. Although the total of both commodities 
were heavier than in any previous year, the 
arrivals were steadily absorbed at a compara- 
tively high average level of prices, and there 
was no undue accomulation of stocks. 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday there 
was a fairly good show of Irish fat and dairy 
cattle, but sheep and lamhs were penned in 
much smallef nnmbers. Basiness generally 
ruled slow, with prices rather on the easy 
Side, and sellers found some difficulty in 
effecting a clearance. With rather larger 
offerings of both local and Irish pigs at the 
Manchester Pig Market, trade quietened 
down somewhat, and prices tended in buyers’ 
favour, the uncertain state of the weather 
heing by no means conducive to business. At 
the Manchester Dead Meat Market all classes 
of home:killed heef and mutton, as also im- 
ported, ruled slow and closed with a down- 
ward tendency. Home-killed pork pigs, how- 
ever, met a very fair finish at advanced prices 
on the week. 

Supplies of dead poultry are quite sufficient 
for the demand, and there is litile change to 
note in the position of game.
